No list of favorite autumn des- 
serts is complete without a re- 
cipe for the use of oranges, 
writes Eleanor Richey Johnston 
in The Christian Science Moni- 
tor, and I am sure a lot’of my 


- peaders will agree. Here are a 


few hints I hope you will find 
useful. ‘ 
There are meny ways to slice 
an orange and recipes often call 
for different types of slices by 
name. Here are a few of these 
kinds. with their definitions: 
Oartwhetels—Slice oranges cross- 
wise in any thickness (peeled 
or unpeeled). For half cart- 
wheels, cut cartwheels in two. 
Chunks—Remiové caps. Cut the 
orange in half lengthwise. 
Place half orange cut side 
down and cut lengthwise. Then 
slice crosswise. 


-Bite-Size Pieces — Cut peeled 


orange in half lengthwise. 
Place half orange cut side 
down and cut lengthwise 3 
more times. Slice crosswise 
4 or 8 times. 
Segments—Peel; gently separate 
into natural divisions. 


‘Sections—Peel; cut sections half- 


way between segments walls 
so that membrane is in center 
of meat. 

Wedges—Place unpeeled orange 
on end, cut into 6 equal pieces. 

Orange Flower—Place unpeeled 
orange on end. Cut into 
eighths, slicing almost to the 
bottom peel. Spread “petals” 
gently. 

Grated Peel—Wash orange. Us- 
ing medium grater, remove 
only the outer, orange-colored 
layer, which contains flavor- 
giving oils.

Scientists iri other parts of the 
world have been studying fac- 
tors upoh* which long life de- 
pends. One in the United States 


~has been telling us that men and 


women to-day have one chance 
in 100,000 of living to be a hun- 
dred. That chance is better if 


_ you are a woman; for two out 


of every three’ centenarians are 
women. 

We're told, too, that we can 
compute our awn expectation of _ 
life in @ simple way. Each per- 
son had f mother, a father, two 
grandmothers and two grandfa- 
thers. By. taking the number of 
‘years that each of these lived. 


-adding them together: and divid- 


ing. by six,..the person gets — 
very roughly--his or her hered- 
itary life expectancy. | 

But we can all influence: to 


“gome extent the length of our 


lives. TO live longer we should 
keep busy, say the experts. One 
goes so far as-to say that retire- 
ment can actually shorten a 
man’s or a woman’s life. Many 
people who retire slack off af- 
ter having had a busy life for 
years and, suddenly finding’ 
themselves with “nothing to do,” 
grow tired of life and die. The 
remedy is for themi to go on us- 
ing the abilities that do not de- 
celine after those requiring mus- 
eular activity fade out.

‘Miss Daigneault writes that 
three years ago Mr. Clouatre 
maintained 30 head of cattle on 
his farm, 65 acres of which were 
under cultivation. He wanted 50 
head without further investmer.t 
in land so he sought advice of 
the Montreal soils laboratory of 
Canadian Industries Limited.

As a result of laboratory soil 
tests Mr. Clouatre discovered 
that different parts of his farm 
had different soil conditions. The 
pasture near his barn, for ex- 
ample, was poor in lime, phos- 

phorous and potassium He cor- 
cated this deficiency by apply- 
ing, in the fall, four tons of 
limestone per acre and a good 
application of manure to improve 
the organic matter content. The 


next spring he added a 2-16-6 . 


mixture ‘of fertilizer at the rate 
of 400 pounds an acre.

In fields 5 and 3, previously 
sown to hay and pasture, both 
ladino and timothy were on the 
verge of dying out from lack of 


. phosphate and potash. A fall 


application of 0-20-20 at the 
rate of 240 pounds an acre 
pepped them up promptly.

Soil analysis also revealed 
that two other plots of land, 
in hay and pasture, had also 
run low in lime, phosphorous 
and potassium and had not been 
recently manured. This called 


for a spring application of 5-10-°* 


13 ‘at 350. per acre following 4n 
application of lime at the rate of 
2% tons an acre during the pre- 
ceeding fall. Another plot which 
suffered a boron as well as 
phosphorous and potash defici- 
ency. was treated this fall with 
an application of a 2-10-20 ferti- 
lizer augmented by two per cent 
of borax.

This scientific approach to Mr. 
Clouatre’s problem is beginning 
to pay off. His oat crop yielded 
him 70 bushels to the acre. He 
took off 60 tons of hay from 
the revived land, It now takes 
less than one acre of improved 
pasture to carry one cow. He 
has ‘already added to his herd 
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and is so confident his farm can 
easily sustain 50 head, he has 
begun to enlarge his barn to en- 
able him to house the increased 
herd. 

All this with no increase in 
acreage. 


Device Defrosts 
Coffee Crop 


If you had visited Brazil this 
past summer and: toured the 
State of Parana you would, if 
you had gone into the coffee- 
growing area, have witnessed a 
strange phenomena. In some 
sections, the landscape would 
have been covered by a dense 
fog, not unlike that experienced 
in London, This fog, the natives 
would tell you, was artificially 
produced and protected the cof- 
fee crop from freezing. 

If you were curious, you 
would have found that this fog 
was manufactured by a tanklike 
contraption, standing about four 
feet high and weighing some 500 
pounds. It would be in use on 
many of the plantations; for it 
was winter, and the days and 
nights were chilly, as they are 
in California in December. 

This fog-making machine was 
designed by the Besler Corpora- 
tion, the world’s largest manu- 
facturer of smokescreen equip- 
ment. It came into being be- 
cause Brazil suffered two dis- 
astrous coffee crop losses —27% 
per cent in 1953 and about 40 
per cent in 1955. As coffee com- 
prises about 70 per cent of the 
country’s exports, the situation 
was indeed serious. 

How did this situation come 
about? Well, the coffee growers, 
relying on the abundance of rich 
land their country affords, had 
failed to fertilize the soil of 

_ their immense plantations in the 
coastal area, where a warm, 
equable climate prevails. Thus 
when the land was “worked 
out,” they had to move back — 
into the semijungle region near 
the foot of the Andes. Here the 
temperature drops considerably 
in winter — especially at night. 
And frostlike weather is often 
the rule, 

Meanwhile, the engineers had 
been experimenting, trying to 
devise a machine to pratect 
crops against frost in the 
United States; a project under- 
taken because it was found that 
the firm's business always 
dropped in the years when 
heavy frosts were suffered, The 
experiments were a failure, and 
the project was abandoned, 

But a government agency in 
Brazil, hearing about the experi- 
ments, wrote to theeBesler peo- 
ple for information; and al- 
though it was explained that no 
progress had been made, the 
Brazilian Government . neverthe- 
less sent a commission to this 
country to confer with the Bes- 
ler engineers on the project. 

Several days of conferences 
followed. At first, no progress 
was made. Then one day, in the 
midst of a discussion, a Besler 
engineer, glancing out the win- 
dow and noting the heavy fog 
that prevailed, had a happy in- 
spiration. “You know,” he said, 
“when we have for. it gets chil- 
ly, but never co'ft: and crops 
never freeze.” 

It was an idea! That evening, 
Timothy Colvin, president of 
Besler, accompanied by mem- 
bers of his engineering staff, and 
the Brazilian commission, drove 


to the top of the Berkeley hills 
and observed the fog - shrouded 
valley below; noted how the 
electric lights\.seemed to flicker 
in the white mist; a prenomena 
caused by radiant heat waves 
emitted from the ground and 
contained in the fog, writes 
Harry M. Nelson in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 


From this it was deduced. that 
the fog protected the ground — 
kept it from freezing; and that 
this would hold true in the cof- 
fee growing area in Brazif; 
which has a climate similar to 
that of California. 


“What we need is a fog-mak- 
ing machine,” ‘said Mr. Colvin. 
The Brazilians agreed. 

Building such a*‘machine was 
comparatively simple; a tank- 
like structure, containing a gaso- 
line engine, .a pump, centrifugal 
blower, and a steam generator 
that would.evaporate a com- 
bination of oil and water, mak- 
ing a dense fog; which, as Mr. 
Colvin explained, “was heavy 
enough to cling close to the 
ground and absorb the radiant 
heat of the earth and thereby 
form a warm, white blanket 
around each plant.” 

A mockup up of this machine 
was shown to commission mem- 
bers before they returned to 
Brazil. 

Hearing -of the commission’s 
success, a group of independent 
Brazilian coffee growers ordered 
50 of the machines from Besler.

going to write about this week. .» 


It won't interest some people at 
all; others may be forever grate- 
ful that I brought up the sub- 
ject in this column—and I fore- 
see a few letters asking for fur- 
ther particulars—which I shall 
gladly answer. 


Well, what is it? A hearing- 
aid, no less. Not the usual type 
of hearing-aid but the kind that 
you wear with glasses. 


But let’s start at the beginning 
«which, for me, goes back over 
thirty years. One day I was re- 
turning home after a long, dusty 
bicycle ride—37 miles to be ex- 
act. Instead of solng straight 
home I went for as . I dove 
into the water from a spring- 
board but instead of a clean-cut 
dive I must have ‘made “a belly- 
flop”. My ears filled with water 
and I used my fingers to force 
the water out. Instead of that I 
forced the road-dust in. Later I 
had an infected ear which re- 
sulted in a perforated ear-drum. 
Ever since then my right ear has 


been partially deaf and left ear 


forced into doing double duty. 
Eventually the inevitable hap- 
pened and I knew I wasn’t hear- 
ing as well as I should, the con- 
dition gradually becoming worse 
until my hearing loss reached 
40 percent. 


Well, I determined to do some- 
thing about it—following my 
doctor’s. advice. He told me the 
make he considered the best on 
the market and that was what I 
bought. As you know there are 
different types. With some it is 


necessary to have a cord around - 


the neck attached to a little bat- 
tery case fastened to a lapel or 
in the case of a woman hidden 
inside the front of her dress. 
There is also a newer type that 
can be attached to the frame- 
work of your own glasses. No 
dangling cords to bother you. 


* ‘That was what I got—with no 


after regrets. It is wonderful 
and hardly noticeable at all. 


Here is the set-up. The side 
pieces (temple-bars) of your own 
glasses are removed and re- 
‘placed by spécially construeted 
hearing-aid temple-bars. From 
one a tiny plastic tube is. sus- 
pended at the end of which is 
an ear-mold which fits into the 
ear. The curved end of one tem- 
ple-bar Holds’ a tiny battery and 
an adjustable control which can 
be manipulated without removal 
of the glasses. The other bar 
carries your spare battery! The 
battery in use can be turned on 
or off at will according to your 
hearing requirements. The tem- 
ple-bars are, Of course, consid- 


erably heavier than what you 
have been used to and so require 
a little patience. Partner wanted 


me to have two sets of glasses— 
one to wear with the aid, one 
without. But I said no, probably 


the very time I needed the aid 
most I wouldn't have it on. Bet- 
ter to wear jit all the time and 
turn the volume on or off as 
required. That is what I have 
been doing for the last six weeks 
with excellent results, \ 
Now Ill tell you something 
else. The greater your hearing 
loss the harder you'll find it to 
get used to hearing once again 


all the sounds there are about 
you. So it is far better to start 
edrly—that is, directly you rea- 
lize you are getting a little hard 
of hearing. My first demonstra- 
tion with the hearing-aid was a 
most extraordinary experience. 
The aid was adjusted and | was 
able to hear perfectly, even the 
overhead air-conditioning. After 
a while I took it off and it was 
just as if I were living in a 
silent world, There was no sound 
other than the sound of our 
voices. The silence was uncanny.

Background noises were com- 
pletedly eliminated by my own 
lack of hearing. I believe it is 
this contrast that makes some 
people give up trying to use a 
hearing-aid. Suddenly, 
too much may be harder to take 
than hearing too little. I know 
I am glad to shut off the battery 
when I want to be quiet. And it 
is particularly handy when Part- 
ner has a program on TV that 
I don’t want to hear—a western, 
wrestling or variety show! It has 
its comic side too. Last time our 
grandsons were here they were 
so noisy. At last I exclaimed, 
“David, for goodness sake stop 
shouting.” He gave me a hurt 
look—as did his mother. Then 
I remembered . . . “Sorry—I for- 
got I’m wearing my hearing-aid.” 


So you see what I mean—if 
you are inclined to be deaf the 
longer you go without an aid 
the more you will notice the 
difference and the harder it will 
be to adjust. Of course it is an 
expensive piece of equipment 
but once you are past the initial 
cost the upkeep for batteries is 
very little—much less than they 
used to be. Wearing the glasses- 
hearing-aid is not in the least 
embarrassing and you have no 
idea what a treat it is to go to 
church and hear the sermon, or 
to a meeting and hear the speak- 
ers. I cannot give prices or make 
in this column but I shall be 
glad to forward any information 
if requested. And I have cer- 
tainly written this in the hope 
that others may be encouraged 
and take the plunge as I did.

It’s True What They

Though his feats are but «a 
memory, “Dixie” Dean, ot Ever- 
ton, is still one of soccer’s best 
loved characters. Of all the 
centre forwards who have play- 
ed in International soccer since 
the end of the first world war, 
only Tommy Lawton — to whom 
he taught most of his tricks — 
ean compare with Dean in head- 
ing ability. 

The fantastic tales of his feats 
told by older soccer fans are 
quite true. And to this day the 
record total of individual —

championship in 1927-28. 

Strongly-built, with a power- 
tul neck and strong forehead, 
he had all the physical attributes 
« footballer needs. Terrific 
speed over the first ten yards 
swept him past many a sur- 
nee opponent; he could shoot 

ard with either foot, on the 
run or while turning. 

Above all, it was his uncanny 
ability to leap above his rivals 
and head the ball with bullet- 
like speed that made him the 
most feared centre forward of 
his day. 

For all his spectacular 
methods, Dean was not a deliber- 
ate showman. Yet no showman 
could have shown a better sense 
of the dramatic than Dean did 
on his great day at Goodison 
Park, his home ground, one hot 
afternoon in May, 1928 

Everton were meeting Arsenal 
in the last match of the season. 
It had been e ted that this 
game would decide the League 
championship, but Huddersfield, 
Everston’s rivals, had lost a mid- 
week game, and with it their 
chance. . ‘ 

So Everton took the field with 
the championship secure. But 
there was a crowd of over 50,000 
to greet them, drawn there by 
the hope of seeing a scoring re- 
cord smashed. 

George Carhsell, the. Middles- 
brough céntre forward, had set 
up a League record by scoring 
fifty-nine goals the previous sea- 
son, ,Now, only a year later

Common Language 
. Spoken By Sailors 


She lore of sail has become 
obsolete in our mechanized age, 
but part of its fascination was 
in the romantic and sometimes 
inexplicable names of every part 
of a sailing vessel and of all the 
gear and equipment.: The nau- 
tical lingo made sailors of all 
nations a race apart from land- 
lubbers. This Esperanto of the. 
sea had evolved, during cen- 
turies of usage, from sources al- , 
most impossible to trace, passed ) 
on by word of mouth from gen-~ 
eration to generation of seamen, 
most of whom were unable to 
read or write; but they knew 
unerringly the meanings of hun- 
dreds of technical terms that 
had a power of enchantment. At 
times their very lives and the 
lives of all on board a vessel 
might depend on the correct and 
instantaneous response to an or- 
der given if that nautical jar- 
gon whi¢h was gibberish to a 
landsman but of vital reality to 
a sailor. 

Many of .these. words have 
now passed out of use among 
seafaring men in mechanically 
propelled vessels,- who have 
specialist vocabularies of their 
own and can afford to be less 
watchful of wind, weather, and 
seas than the old-time sailors 
had to be. Much of what I learn- 
ed in sail was of little use to me 
in mechanically powered vessels; 
yet, after more than fifty years, 
the magical old words I learned 
as a boy come back to me, as I 
think of the futtock shrouds, 
vangs, dead-eyes, gaskets, bunt- 
lines; or of goose-winging a top- 
sail, or steering by the wind or 
full and by, or using a handy- 
billy; or I recall scraps of weath- 
learned in the 
“County of Pembroke”: 

First the rain and then the wind:

Arctic Esperanto which they can 
learn easily. Why do they need 
this new language? Because, 
says the professor, Dr. Giles Le- 
Fabvre of Montreal University, 
although civilization is now 
striding rapidly into Canada’s 
wild northland, there is still 
great confusion in trying to 
teach illiterate Eskimos to read 
and write. : 

These Eskimos" still cling to 
their age-old socal eustoms, The 
sexes are absolutely equal. Mar- 
rages are perfectly free and 
usually regarded as 
partnetships. Some men have 
more’ than one wife and some 
intellectual women possess more 
than one husband, 


There is little or no sentiment 
and kissing is unknown. If a 
couple cannot live together 
amicably, they just separate. 

Even to-day-an Eskimo occa- 
sionally secures his wife by 
force, not by a playful tap on 
the head, but by good-natured 
fun and in open competition. 

Clad in her finery, the woman 
stands in the centre of a ring. 
Each’ suitor takes a firm grip on 
her garment and at a given 
signal there is a grand tug o’war. 

The young Eskimo who suc- 
ceeds in tearing the woman 
away from his rivals is allowed

to atmospheric pressure, they 
canronly pump the nodules from 
a few hundred feet down.

These 
enable a postman, sitting at a 
keyboard, to sort letters twice as 
fast as by hand and to break 
them down to three times as 
many selections. Forty-eight is 
the limit of the pigeon-holes a 
pestman can reach conveniently 
by hand, whereas the machine 
sorts to 144 selections. ‘ 


The next step will be Ye Com- 
pleat Robot Sorter which will 
read the addreses on envelopes, 
then sort the letters automatical- 
ly. This will involve coded ad- 
dresses, and the Post Office is 
now taking a poll to determine 
how far the public is willing to 
cooperate in the use of postal 
codes,

Try To Help 


Three years ago a group of 
young Pasadenans started an 
organization called Ala-teens, a 
sort of junior Alcoholics Anony- 
mous, which is spreading with 
great rapidity. Banded together 
for mutual help in coping with 
the problem of alcoholism in 
their homes, they meet weekly, 
study the disease of alcoholism, 
how best they can help under- 
stand their ill parent and be- 
come reconciled to the confu- 
sion and tension in their homes. 


Their program is founded on 
the basic principles of Alco- 
holics Anonymous, but has a 
number of adaptations to suit 
their circumstances, A* number 
of AA members as well as mem- 
bers of Alanon (an affiliated 
family group), have given aid 
and advice to these youngsters, 


—kut make no attempt to govern 


them. 


Weekly meetings are held 
with group participation, cover- 


‘ing typical situations in their 


lives — dealing with a drunken 
parent, shame at bringing friends 
home, disruption of their home 
studies, obeying unreasonable 
demands, meals unprepared, and 
numerous problems which the 
disease of alcoholism has caused 
in their homes, and which they 
must meet and resolve. Another 
phase of the meeting is the 
open discussion of ‘a member's 
own particular difficulty in ad- 
justment to society. Some of 


these youths are quite malad-. 


justed, some have been in ra- 


.ther serious trouble, but all are 


helping each other to face facts 
and reality.

In these groups, there is the

this mutual help they achieve 
an outlook which gives them a 
certain security. and serenity 
otherwise difficult ‘to attain.
